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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The office action is in response to the amendment filed 12 December 2008. In 
which claims 9 and 1 1 have been amended. Currently claims 9-16 are pending. 

Claim Rejections 

2. The claim rejections under U.S.C. 102(b) and U.S.C. 103(a) as being anticipated 
or unpatentable over Leddy et al. are withdrawn in light of the amendments and 
remarks. Leddy does not disclose the magnets extending in both the active layer and 
the electrolyte. 

3. Claims 9-16 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record are Leddy et al. (US 5,928,804) and Nobuko (JP 2002-198057). 
Leddy et al. discloses a mixture of the magnetic particles and the ion polymer material 
on the surface of the electrode but fails to disclose the magnetic particles cross into the 
electrode material. Nobuko discloses a fuel cell with the magnetic particles mixed within 
the electrode but do not state that the magnetic particles cross into the electrolyte 
material. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
